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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant has argued that the Tennes reference 
differs because it does not operate wirelessly and transmits data over a wire connection over wire connecting pins or monitor conditions 
continuously or include a threaded housing. Such arguments are not found persuasive because 1) there is no claim language reciting 
WIRELESS transmission and the Tennes reference very clearly defines a TRANCEIVER 54 as is being claimed and the terminology of
